Qen«ml Haaeock has been forced, as 


Mr. Tilden was, by the pressure of 
Northern sentiment into writing a letter 
upon Southern claims. It would have 
been better for General Hancock to fol- 
low Mr. Tilden's example still further, 
tad tract the-rabjeet with entire seri- 
ousness. The Democratic candidate of 
1876, who was a sagacious politician 
when young Mr. Hancock received his 
appointment as a West Point cadet, 
was keen enough to ice what the tem- 
per of the North was on Ibis subject, 
and hia letter diseassed it with all 
necessary gravity. General Hancock, 
whose lack of public experience is as 
likely to lead him to underestimate im- 
portant questions as to lead him to 
over-estimate questions that are of lit- 
tle moment, writes almost in a flippant 
tone. He is sorry to find that his cor- 
respondent is "disturbed" about "that 
bugbear—Southern War Claims." 


This is the keynote of this letter, 


which the voters of the North wili read 
with surprise. Tbe burden of the let- 
ter is not General ^Hancock's pledge to 
veto the claims of ^disloyal persons, 
though that is given, bat General Han- 
cock^ attempt to show that there are 
no such claims! Had he contented 
himself by putting on record his indi- 
vidual promise to veto such measures, 
he might have reassured many North- 
ern voters, but when he undertakes to 
show that tbe ex-Confederates of the 
South have no designs upon (he Treas- 
ury he insults the intelligence of the 
people whose votes he asks, and renews 
the alarm his letter was intended to 
allay. 


General Hancock says "to suppose 


that Rebel claims, or claims in the in- 
terest of persons who were in rebellion, 
can in any way or in any degree be j 
countenanced, is an imputation of dis- J 
loyalty such as used to be made against 
Democrats even when they were in 
arms defending the country." Rebel 
claims have been countenanced in this" 
way and to this degree—that the files 
of both houses of Congress arc loaded 
with bills providing for their payment, 
introduced by General Hancock's po- 
litical supporters in behalf of tbe men 
who hope (u ace them paid if he be- 
comes President. 
He says that to pro- 


pose the payment of such a claim 
''would be an insult to the intelligence 
•'and honor of our people." Then have 
the two houses of Congress grievously 
insulted the intelligence and honor ol 
the American people. 
He says that 


"nobody expects or wants such unnatu- 
ral action." 
Every reader of the Tii- 


liiine knows that this statement is far 
from the facts. 
We have printed from 


time to time complete compilation ot 
measures now pending in Congress look- 
ing to this "unnatural action." Their 
name is legion. The amount of money 
which they would take from the Treas- 
ury, by direct and indirect means, is 
almost beyond computation. There is 
no space here in which to indicate one- 
hundredth part of the devices sought 
to be employed by the Southern army 
of claim-owners and claim agents, nor 
of the results that would follow suc- 
cess. The amount involved in the 
strictly war claims from the South now 
pending in Congress and the Depart- 
ments, has been estimated at $300,000,- 
000. Judge Bartley, an attorney for 
many claimants, estimates the amount 
which could be "proved" under the 
three beads ol the cotton tax, captured 
and abandoned property, and Army sup- 
plies, at 
$117,000,000. 
"A much 


larger amount, of course," he says, 
"would be claimed." 
These are famil- 


iar facts in cotemporary history. Men 
of both parties know them and discuss 
them. And yet General Hancock de- 
clares that "nobody expects or wants 
such unnatural action." 
If that is so— 


if no one is pressing such claims, why 
did Mr. Tilden write his letter promis- 
ing to veto them 1 And why did Gen- 
eral Hancock write his ? 


The issue should be kept clear. The 


danger to thj Treasury, as Senator Ed- 
munds recently reminded the North, is 
not of the payment of "debts or obli- 
gations incurred in aid'' of the rebel- 
lion, or of claims for slaves, but of the 
payment to disloyal persons of claims 
for the use or destruction of property 
by the Union armies. These latter 
claims are not barred by the Fourteenth 
Amendment, and may be ordered to be 
paid at any lime if the Democrats in 
Congress can repeal the existing provi- 
sion of law forbidding payments to dis- 
loyal claimants. 
Bills are now pend- 


ing in both houses to effect that repeal. 
We respectfully direct General Han- 
cock's attention to this statement.

The early risers first 
oticed him prowling nbout, climbing 
ver fences, and apparentiy fleeing from 
ome imaginary pursuer or element ot 
estruction. 
A messenger, hastened to 


lerchant Policeman Wilkinson's home 
near by,wakened that officer, and got him 
o take the naked man in custody. The 
nicer acted quietly, but promptly, and 
oon had his talkative prisoner in charge. 
Officer Wilkinson went to a neighbor's 
louse, got an old pair of pantaloons and 
a cast-off dress, and with these garments 
Covered the nakedness of the man and 
ucceeded in taking him to the city cala- 
wose, where he is now in ehargc of Jailor 
Adams. On the way to the calaboose the 
prisoner, who afterwardslgavehisbarne 
as Daniel Lee, (aged 35 years, a journey- 
man shoemaker by occupation), talked 
ncessantly of the awful time he had ex- 
perienced during the night, declaring In 
,he most emphatic and confidential [man- 
ner that he had seen a woman shot and 
tilled, that his clothes werejdestroyedsby

He 
appeared perfectly sane and qniet, but 
when he commenced talking he related 
the most extravagant tales imaginable. 
He thinks he is in Layfayette, Ind., and 
said he was a great traveler, being well 
acquainted with leading shoe dealers 
throughout ihe west. When asked how 
he lost his clothes, he answered by relat- 
ing ft long and wandering story about 
sleeping at Mrs. Griffin's house on a floor 
covered with carpet, under which there 
was sawdust. On getting up in the morn- 
ing he reached for his garments, bat he 
couldn't hold them in his bands-they 
seemed like so much sawdust; and finally 
he saw them Sfl up through the roof out 
of sight. Then he heard a pistol shot, 
and saw a woman fall dowo dead. He 
then fled for his life. He said nothing to 
the reporter about his clothes being de- 
stroyed by fire, hia story dittoing in this 
respect to the one related to Officer Wil- 
kinson. He says his home is in West 
Meriden, Conn., where his father and 
mother reside. He is an Irishman, and 
seems to be in good health. He claims to 
have been 70 miles away on Friday last, 
but at what point, could not be wrung 
from him. There are no marks of violence 
about his person, indicating that he had 
been injured in any manner or roughly 
handled.
